EXECUTIVE ORDER REPEALING EXECUTIVE ORDER 15-2018 


WHEREAS, Executive Order 15-2018 compels entities seeking to do business with the State to disclose 
certain donations made to Montana entities who engage in certain election-related activity; 


WHEREAS, the Governor has been sued in federal court under the United States Constitution because 
Executive Order 15-2018 violates donor privacy under the First and Fourteenth Amendments; 


WHEREAS, it is the province of the legislature to regulate election-related disclosures; 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, GREG GIANFORTE, Governor of the State of Montana, pursuant to the authority 
vested in me under the Constitution and the laws of this State, including Title 2, Chapter 15, MCA, do 
hereby repeal Executive Order 15-2018.
